a superiority con^plcx, which a high- 
brow Imposes on a lowbrow. "Why 
Is there no expression of mor.als In a 
creed?" asked Dr. Angus. 

Dr. Angus went on to say that at 
somctimo towards the end of the se- 
cond century the Church formiilntcd 
its Ivellef in Mho following terms: — 
• I believe in Gorl and In .lesus Christ 
His only t=on Our Lord, who was con- 
ceived by the Holy Ghost, born of 
"tho "Virgin .Mary, tho third d.ay He 
rose again from the dead." 
' Importance of Statements 

There are hero four statements of 
alleged historical fact. The Churcli 
went on lo make further statements. 
Arc the statements of the Virgin 
Birth and tho .ncsurrectlon credible, 
valuable and necessary? These 
slatemenLs must be e.wmlned but 
not Judged. , 

The Virgin BlrlK Is' of less" impor- 
tance. The fact exists that . there 
is no reference to it except In the 
Gospels ot Luke and Matthew. The 
Descent ot Jesus is traced through 
Joseph an& not through Mary. 

The two alleged tacts, now known 
as the doctrine of the Virgin Birth 
a,nd of the llessurrecllon differ: — 

(1) In the time at which they were 
accepted by the Christian people. 

(2) ' In the weight ot the evidence 
on .which tliey arc based. 

(3) In their relevance to the Chris- 
tian Gospel. 

The Uessurrection is older than tlm 
Church and Is the principle factor of 
Its origin and tho Uoyslono of St 
Paul's teachings and ot Ows other

To Xid Their Fellow 
Countrymen 

iVewfoundlnndbrs havo some nila- 
slonar.v work lo do In educating Cana- 
dians ns to tho status ot Nowfound- 
Innd" rcnrked Doctor J. II. Mcnnie 
newl.v appnlnleed assistant professor 
of chemistry at McGill during th'! 
course ot an addreSH delivered last 
night before about Ï0 members ot the 
Newfoundland Club. This mccling 
which was the first ono of tho year 
was lielil 111 the Htralhcona Ilnll. 

Professor Mcnnie, who was edu 
cntod at various Canadian and Bri 
tish Universities, spent three ycar.t 
at Jleinoriiil College, ■ St. ,rohns. and 
Ihcroforo fell qiiito at home nmongsi 
sUnlentf) from the- oldest colony and 
Ihq- youngest Dominion. 

Continuing his remarks, ho slnlc'l 
that, although Canadians were Igno- 
rant ot Newfoundland, they were not 
ns deficient in tills regard as Amo- 
rlcnni and people from the British 
Isles. It M'as therefore the concern of 
tho.so studenta from the Island- to sec 
to it lliat Canadians were instructed 
properly In things pertaining lo 
Newfoundland. 

PeopI* Very HotpitabI* 
Dr. Mennte lauded. In glowing 
terms, the kindness and hospitality 
ot Newfouitdlanders. "I have never 
been welcomed so wnrmlj'. never 
made lo feci at homo so qulckly, as 
1 \vns In Newfoundland; and there Is 
no place I regretted leaving any 
more." said the Professor. 

Steeped In Tradition 
"There Is a certain - insularity 
among the people ot Newfoundland;

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Defending Education 

OF late the theory has been seriously 
propounded that'the chief virtue of an 
education is that it makes its possessor a 
better citizen; that, in fact, good;^ citizen, 
ship is the main purpose of education. 

We were unaware that at this late 
date the pursuit of knowledge required any 
defense. It should be generally realised by 
now that education is an end unto itself 
and those who have received it find within 
it sufficient reason for its attainment. 
Granted that, an educated person is usually 
' a iJetter citizen than one who is not educat- 
- çd and that professional training carries 
• with it the idea of service to the commun- 
ity, yet the claim'iitK||^|^tion is 'but a 
•glorified civics course is ridiculous.. It is 
' impos.sible to find a wholly utilitariaa .ex- 
cuse for the achievement of classical know- 
ledge, and the attempt to brand' the whole 
educational movement with the catchword 
"citizenship" Avill only provide more am- 
'nninition for those idealists of the Old 
■ "World Avho delight in hurling brickbats at 
American materialism. - 

The wave of prosperity on this con- 
tinent during the last decade has inevit- 
ably carried an unprecedented number of 
(..people to collège, many of them from 
'families whose members in former times 
never got beyond high school. The colleges, 
. which have increased but slightly in num- 
'ber, have done their best to meet the de- 
mand so suddenly thrust upon them. It is 
generally admitted 'that the results seem 
to have been disappointing. 

For one thing, the machine-like train- 
ing of the highly perfected secondary 
school "system" is not an ideal background 
for higher education. And although stu- 
dents today are probably just as earnest in 
their search for knowledge as students 

• ever have been, never has college life been 
subject to as much publicity. Magazines, 
moving pictures and newspapers have dis- 
covered campus doings to be a profitable 

*^iïeld for exploitation, and naturally the 
most sensational features have been played 
up to the ^ireatest extent. It is to be ex- 

• pected that tax-payers and parents who 
have never had the advantages of higher 
learning question its value when their idea 
of it is that received from the highly 
colored versions of the "college" maga- 
zines. 

Inasmuch as the worth of learning 
jl^can not always be expressed in concrete 
terms there has ever been difficulty in 
expressing the reason for possessing it to 
those who have never had it. Finally some- 
one conceived this new "citizenship" idea. 
And now we can imagine the reassuring 
. word going around, "Joe College is alright, 
Jie knows how to rnariv a ballot." Educa- 
tion has been saved for Democracy. ' 

Human Robots 

DOWN at Purdue University they have a 
new way of making students study., 
yhey hypnotize them. One of the members 
of the Psychology Department expei'iment- 
cd on several men with varying results 
Jt)ut with sufficient success to show that 
ithey could be made to study better after 
..being put under a hypnotic spell. At some 
time or other .students have tried all pos- 
.jiible methods in their aids to study but up 
tp the- present hypnotis/n has been left 
.jseverëly alone. 

; •! Its use in the pre.sent instance shows 
•i;hpwever how the world is gradually rely- 
"^ing more and more on scientists to produce 
^•esults and less on individual mental effort. 
>^e_mechanical robot haç already been 
'^introduced to help workers^ in office, home 
arid factoi-y. While the j'obot, such as he 
is pictured in imaginative writings, -is not 
jyét in general use, many aids have been 
''introduced who do the woi'k a robot would 
do although they do not hav.e the robot's 
.form or name, ^ 

These, however, are mechanical things. 
>Hypnoti,sni of .students to make tlicni .study 
? introduces a new kind of robot — the human 
.one. yhe mechanical robot is opeji'ated .by 



pressing various buttons and pulling vari- 
ous levers though some of the newer ones 
may be operated by the voice. Tli'e human 
robot is operated by the still mysterious 
fo rccS-iLolah ypnotism but he docs things no 
less'TOwnanically. * n 

If the processes is continued far 
enough the poor student may bo made to 
work as consistently as the brilliant one 
and perhaps even attain the same ends. 
Thiis in the future u child's life may be 
determined at birth. If the parents wish it 
and can afford it they can huve-thcir child 
grow into a brilliant student, even a genius, 
by calling in the right kind of expert in 
hypnotism. But what can be the effect on 
the child? Surely some desire for play, for 
recreation, for amusement is repressed 
when the child is hypnotized. A man may 
traiii his own mind to study but when 
others do it for him by means of little un- 
Icrstood forces there is sure to be a huge 
price to pay somewhere. 

Hypnotism may be all right as ft 
method of making people study but until 
much more is known about it and its 
effects students had better stick to the old 
method of a wet towel wrapped xoundlthe 
forehead.
